Vermont is considered a staunch ree 
state, but a successful candl- 
date for governor must receive a ma- 
jority of the votes cast, or else the 
election must be decided by the legis- 
lature.

Later he returned with 
a shotgun, and those remaining in the 
store barricaded themselves. 
then went to a residence 
where he is said to have fired through 
the windows at two women, 

Firing the shotgun and 
at intervals, the man created a state 
bodering on panic among the inhabi- 
tants, Keeping sharp watch meantime 
on the men hurdled inthe store. Two 
shots were fired at them as tney art- 
tempted to steal out of the place, and 
George Porter, James KijsSlinger 
Alfred Cody were slightly wounded 
Callis then fled, and were 
formed to goin pursuit. Sheriff's dep- 
uties are aiding ‘these today. Formal 
chargwes were filed against Callis, and 
understood: that efforts will 
to have his bond forfeited in 
murder case. Callis is charged 
with having Killed a man named 
Stevens at Germantown, near here, 
more than a year ago.

WITH ROOSEVELT 
FOR HIS TARGET 


Western New York Crowds Cheer 
as Governor Punctures the 
Colonel's -Platform, 


MINIMUM WAGE PLANK 
ATTACKED BY -WILSON 


And Also the Demand for the 
Regulation of Monopoly. 
Wilson Would Destroy Mo- 
nopoly—The Governor Says 
Roosevelt’s Platform Is a 
Two-Sided Affair. 


Y., September 2.—Gov- 
ernor Wilson struck u pa vigorous 
campaign gait today. He whirled 
through the city in an automobile, de- 
livered six gpeeches, met every variety 
of democrat among the western New 
York leaders and voiced for the first 
time warm sympathy for social re- 
forms proposed in the third party 
Platform, but dissented empnatically 
from the program by which they 
might be carried out. 

It was by far his most extended 
utterance of the campaign upon the 
principles of the Roosevelt candidacy, 
and those who gathered to hear him 
showed their approval by frequent ap- 
plause. 

Reception Was Continuous. 

From the moment the governor ar- 
rived his reception was practically 
continuous until late tonight when he 
left for Trenton. Rain did not pre- 
vent a big crowd from thronging the 
streets on the way from the station to 
a hotel where Norman E. Mack, 
former national chairman, had ar- 
ranged, a citizens’ reception. To ths 
mutual surprise of the democratic 
leaders, the reception turned out to be 
a harmony affair. William J. Conners 
and Wiliam H. Fitzpatrick, who 
ousted him from control in Erie coun- 
ty, were there. Mr. Conners and Mr. 
Mack, who have controlled opposite 
wings in western New York democra- 
cy, chatted amiably, accompanying the 
visitor through his day’s tour. 

Mayor Louis Fehrman, a democrat, 
welcomed the governor and furnished 
him a mounted escort through the 
city. At a luncheon given in ~- his 
honor, republicans and progressive re- 
publicans alike were present. Chaun- 
cey J. Hamlin, manager of the progres- 
sive party in Erie county, attended, so 
did some prominent Taft men. This 
occasion was a civic welcome for a 
distinguished guest rather than a po- 
litical candidate. 

At Braun's park the governor deliv- 
ered his principal speech under the 
auspices of the United Trade and La- 
bor council. He followed the thought 
of the speech prepared in advance, at- 
-tacking the third party plattorm, but 
developed his points more extensively 
in an address that was nearly an hour

They are merely privileges 
which they enjoy so long as they re- 
main in the employment and observe 
the rules of the great industries which 
employ them. If they refuse to be 
weaned away from their independence, 
they cannot continue to enjoy the 
benefits extended to them.

APPEAL MADE BY GOMEZ 
CLEARS CUBAN SITUATION 


Washington, September 2.—The mes- 
sage of explanation-and appeal sent py 
President Gomez of Cuba to President 
Taft has done much to clear up the 
situation growing out of the attack 
on Charge. d’Affaires Hugh S. Gibson. 
of the American legation in Havana 
by Enrique Mazai, a Cuban newspaper 
man. State department. officials to- 
day expressed their satisfaction witn 
the evident sincerity of the Cuban 
president's attitude. It was made 
plain, however, that the department 
would by no means relax its demands 
for prompt and complete satisfaction 
for the affront to the dignity of the 
United States. 

Angered by Maza’s statement in the 
Cuban press, Minister Rivera, of Cuba, 
yesterday cabled him to desist, deciar- 
ing that he was being ‘used by the en- 
emies of Cuba.” Teday the minister 
received a reply from Maza which 
read: 

“[ cannot be an instrument of the 
enemies of Cuba, but have honor.”

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BOURNE IS SURPRISED 
| AT COL. ROOSEVELT 


Washington, September 2.—United 
States Senator Bourne, of Oregon, re- 
plied today to Colonel Roosevelt’s 
Statement yesterday that he and for- 
mer: Congressman Sibley, of Pennsyl- 
vania, were the only legislators who 
ever called at the white house during 
his administration in regard to Stand- 
ard Oil. 
i “I must confess surprise at Colonel 
Roosevelt’s dragging my name inio the 
controversy he now having with 
Standard Oj] representatives and oth- 
ers,’ said Senator Bourne. “I fail to 
ste how mv effort to bring about a 
Settlement between the government 
and the Standard Oi] company in 1908 
hag any bearing upon the present po- 
litical situation.” 

The senator, explaining that in 
1908 he did endeavor to settle differ- 
ences between the government and 
Standard Oil, declared that he did so 
“believing such a result would pre- 
vent the continuance of a panic started 
in 1907, and that the government could 
secure much better terms by a settle- 
ment than through the courts.” 

“Mr. Archbold expressed himself as 
willing to compromise with the gov- 
ernment and favored a stringent fed- 
eral incorporation law.”’ 

After this the senator said several 
conferences were held with a repre- 
sentative of the department of jus- 
tice. He continued: ‘The government 
would have been much better off had 
one been made rather than the final 
decision of the supreme court. I wish 
to state that I had no personal in- 
terest in the matter other than a de- 
sire to minimize the panic and gecure 
the support of big business interests 
for a virile federal incorporation law. 

“I have never had any = interest in 
any of the Standard Oil companies. I 
have known Mr. Archboldand hig fam- 
lly for several years, and have visited 
his house. Neither he nor any of his 
associates has ever talked to me about 
any congressional or state legislation 
other than my talks with him on a 
federal incorporation law and the pop- 
ular government fundamentals.” 

Senator Bourne further declared that 
he ‘told President Roosevelt he 
thought the time opportune to make a 
settlement with the Standard Oil com- 
pany and to secure their co-operation 
in getting a federal] tncorporation law 
that would provide a harbor of ref- 
uge for honest business, with the gov- 
ernment the harbor master and the 
penitentiary for the dishonest business 
man.”

Roosevelt Begins Stumping Tour 
Across Continent

He Spends First Day in Con- 
necticut and Massachusetts. 
He Wants Government to 
Lighten Campaign Expenses, 
and Control of Insurance. 


-Albany, N. Y., August 2.—Theodore 
Roosevelt struck out on the trail of 
the bandana handKerchief to follow it 
on a month's journey into the four cor- 
ners of the country. His first day’s 
trip took him into Connecticut and 
Massachusetts. Then he turned toward 
the west. He was welcomed at every 
stop today by large crowds. 

Colonel Roosevelt discussed social- 
ism, one of Woodrow Wilson’s 
speeches, the tariff, the democrats and 
the weather, He spoke feelingly of the 
weather, for- he made some of his 
speeches bareheaded in the rain. 

Schoolhouse for Political Meeting. 

The colonel. announced his belief 
that the national government shouid 
heip lighten the expenses of political 
campaigns. He deciared himself, also, 
in favor of the control of insurance 
companies by the national government, 
and said schovlhouses should be used 
for political meetings. 

“Il want to touch on the need of. the 
Sovernment exercising its powers to 
help voters to get more control over 
their machinery than at present,’ he 
said at Hartford. “One of the ways 
by which I would see that done is by 
having greater use made of the school- 
houses. For example, the polling 
places ought all to be in the school- 
houses. At present we have the poll- 
ing places in sheds, barber’ shops, 
saloons, everywhere; but we do not 
have them in the schoolhouses. But 
the schoolhouse should be utilized 
much more than that. They should be 
thrown open to all citizens for the 
purpose of public meetings,. especially 
political meetings.

But 
l am sure we shall have to have the 
government assume for all parties 
some of the expenses of our political 
campaigns. It ought not to be neces- 
sary for the parties to hire buildings 
in which their candidates are to speak. 
We have the schoolhouses in which 
they oan speak.

plain people. 


To Reduce Campaign Expenses. 


“Think of how this would reduce 
the expenses of campaigns. Every- 
thing should be done in the line of 
making the government limit what is 
necessary to be spent, and what can 
and shall be spent on campaigns, and 
also to make the government provide 
further legitimate means of reaching 
the people by arguments, which ought 
to be the real end of every campaign 
committee.” 

In speaking of control of insurance 
companies, Colonel Roosevelt said: 

“The national government must in- 
evitably assume the control. over busi- 
ness operations of many kinds that it 
never before has touched. For  in- 
stance, the national government will 
have to exercise control over the insur- 
ance business, not to the extent of 
following it with the taxing power of 
the states, but so as properly both to 
regulate and protect the insurance 
companies.” 

Colonel Roosevelt began his tour 
with the announceed intention of mak- 
ing one speech in most of the states 
he is to visit. The only speech he had 
planned to deliver today was in Hart- 
ford, although a few days ago he 
promised to stop at Bridgeport, Conn., 
for an hour. But at almosf every stop 
along the line he found crowds which 
cheered until he made a speech. 

Colonel Roosevelt is due at St. Louis 
at 3 p. m. tomorrow, and after speak- 
ing there will leave for St. Paul. 

Roosevelt on Governor Baldwin. 

Colonel] Roosevelt, in one of his 
speeches, referred to his controversy 
two years ago with Governor Baldwin 
regarding the decision by Mr. Baldwin, 
then chief justice of the Connecticut 
supreme oourt, that a workman's com- 
pensation act was unconstitutional. 

“Here in Connecticut,” he said, “in 
view of my controversy with the gov- 
ernor, I want to point out a fact of 
our positions. We intend to have a 
workman’s compensation act, a real 
workmen’s compensation act, every- 
wherein this union. We intend that our 
publte servants shall giveitto us, and 
we intend that the courts shall not 
block the way to our having it. If toe 
courts anywhere declare that the con- 
stitution of the state prevents, then 
the people of the state who made the 
constitution are to have the right to 
say whether or not they mean that the 
constitution shall prevent their doing 
justice.”

“The answer to that,’ said the colo- 
nel, “is that I did advocate it seven 
years ago. I am glad we have got you 
along in your slow procession to where 
rou know we advocate it now. You'll 

e with us before you know it.” 

Colonel Roosevelt advocated the adop- 
tion of a national law similar to the 
Kansas “blue sky” law, which regu- 
lates the issuance Of securities. “We 
should see to it,” he said, “that the 
issuance of securities is regulated in 
such a way that we know that the 
value is back of the securities.”

This is a discrep- 
ancy Of 3% pounds as compared with 
the 30-pound invoice deduction, and the 
foreign buyers calls upon the exporter, 
to make good that amount. 

The American exporter, under these 
circumstances, according to tne report, 
faces a serious problem to avoid con- 
ducting business at a loss. Some cot- 
ton merchants, Mr. Conant says, argue 
that these facts are thoroughly under- 
stood by the trade, and are adjusted 
in the price which the: exporter asks 
for his cotton. The commissioner does ' 
not entirely agree with this view, and | 
says that the practical result of the 
rules has been that the exporter adds 
unnecessary tare to his cotton. 

How the Tare Is Figured. 

“The exporter,” he says, “naturally 
adds tare up to the amount allowed by 
the rules (roughly 26% pounds). ‘He - 
does this by ‘patching’; that is, placing | 
Strip-bagging on the bale. A small part ' 
of such patching is usually necessary 
to cover sample holes. However, since 
the exporter, in making out his invoice, 
must deduct 6 per cent, he frequently | 
goes further and adds tare up to at 
least 6 per gent of the total weight of |

“Obviously, {f the exporter makes a' 
complete adjustment in the price, and | 
also adjusts by adding tare, he ieee 
a@ profit on such added tare. If. how- 
ever, complete adjustment is not made 
in the price this additfon of tare be- 
comes simply a means, of protection 
against loss, although in the trade it 
is uSually spoken of as a ‘profit on 
patching.’ 

“Granting that the price of cotton 
is in no way affected by the 6 per 
cent rule, it is nevertheless highly ob- 
jectionable. It results in changing 
the gross weight of the bale and thus 
introduces an avoidable element of 
Chance, both as to the actual! weight 
Of cotton tO be paid-for and ag to 
price.” 

As a result of this 6 per cent rule 
the commissioner’ estimates that at 
least 50 per cent of American exporta- 
tions of cotton are over-tared and that 
an insignificant proportion of the re- 
mainder is under-tared. It is this use 
of unnecessary tare, says tie report, 
that injects uncertainty and possible 
fraud into the cotton business. 


False Standard of Weight, 


“This uncertainty,” adds the report, 
“strikes at the basic factor of every 
transaction, namely, the amount of 
the commodity actually sold. It in ef- 
fect establisnes a false standard ot 
weights with the inevitably unfortu- 
nate consequences of such a condition. 
It thus gives an advantage to a gski.J- 
ed class of specialists who best under- 
Stand the complicated details of the 
business .with a corresponding disad- 
vantage to the ‘tess expert. It is not 
sufficient to say that the competition 
among these. skilled Classes often 
forces them to turn over the benefit 
of this false measure to the producer, 
It is not seriously contended that this 
is always so, and there is thus ever 
present the open door to fraud. There 
is ;lways the tinvitation to cotton 
merchants to adopt improper practices, 
and-there is thus enticed into the 
trade a class of men who bring dis- 
credit upon. honest merchants, This is 
not only theoretically so, but it is, 
actually so. Buyers of cotton, both in 
this country and abroad, are constant- 
ly finding themselves involved in 
transactions Where shippers have 
taken advantage of these opportuni- 
ties to defraud,” 


The Ideal Remedy. 


The idea) remedy for all these evils, 
Mr. Conant concludes, is the standard- 
ization of tare to be put on a bale of 
cotton by making it a definite or 
readily ascertainable amount, so that 
the net weight may be determined 
without controversy or test, The pres- 
ent careless and irregular methods 
of covering cotton, if the evils are al- 
lowed to go uncorrected, he declares, 
seem likely to invite legislation. 
Pending the adoption of a thorough 
remedy, the commissioner believes 
substantial benefits will accrue by 
modifying the 6 per cent contract so 
as to provide for a deduction of 5 per 
cent or some other percentage more 
accurately representing the amount of 
covering actually necessary to protect 
the cotton. Ine requirements of the 
contract, he says, should certainly be 
identical with the allowance estab- 
lished by the rules under an actual 
test. 

There would be a great saving, the 
report says, if the cotton could be 
compressed at the gin. Under the pres- 
ent practice the staple is pressed at 
the gin and. later compressed _ to 
greater density at numerous estab- 
lishments scattered the cotton 
belt. Compressing at the gin, he 
says, would encounter opposition 
from the owners of compresses be- 
cause it would destroy their 
pusiness. Furthermore, he adds, it 
would be impractical at this 
time because it would require a capi- 
tal outlay of at least $100,000.000 to 
equip gins with compresses. Neverthe- 
less, he believes, this fs an ultimate 
ideal condition to which the cotton 
trade must look forward.
